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Chairman Lee Stresses 
Conservation Most 
Urgently Needed 


To guide farmers of Hancock County 
in determining the “most urgently 
needed conservation” on their indi- 
vidual farms, Fitzhugh Lee, Chairman 
of the MPA county Committee, empha- 
sizes the points which farmers should 
consider. 

The objective of conservation is pro- 
duction. Whatever is done should be 
aimed at meeting current needs stimu- 
lated by the defense effort and at 
meeting future needs of our increasing 
population. 

The chairman points out that em- 
phasis should be on those conservation 
practices which will give the greatest 
return on the investment—both the 
investment of the individual farmer 
and the investment of the public pro- 
vided through the Agricultural Conser- 
vation Program. 

Practices which the farmer would 
carry out without the program help 
should not be included. This applies 
to practices which ACP helped get 
underway but which have now become 
a part of routine operations. 

Particluar emphasis should be on 
soil and water conservation practices
